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Centenaries 


For 1935 there are some interesting Irish 
centenaries and anniversaries, but few of 
them can be regarded as of major import- 
ance. The ’thirty-fives seem to have been 
no more epoch-making in Ireland than in 
other. countries. For 1835 the only not- 
able births I can think of were those of 
two Ulstermen who figure honourably 
among Empire builders. These were Sir 
George Stuart White—to give him his full 
name—the defender of Ladysmith in the 
Boer War, and Sir Robert Hart, the re- 
former of China’s finances. Many who 
are still far from did age will remember 
this pair in the flesh. General Cronje, 
the very stubborn opponent of British 
arms in South Africc, was also born in 
the same year. Although not an _Irish- 
man, Professor W. Stanley Jevons, the 
economist, born in that year, too, deserves 
-yemembrance for his researches into the 
work of Cantillon, the Irish “ father of 
political economy,’’ and he was doing this 
work to the sound of the Clerkenwell 
explosion. Among the deaths for that 
year were Henry O’Brien, the antiquary ; 
Roger O’Connor, like his less eccentric 
brother, Arthur, a United Irishman, and 
the famous Gaelic poets, Anthony Raftery 
and Patrick Mac Alindon. In Dublin 
died that year the poetess, Frances 
Browne, who had married the Irishman, 
Captain Hemans. Politically, the only 
important event, although tithes were 
giving trouble, was the inception of the 
Melbourne administration. 


Famous Names 


A hundred years earlier died the Celtic 
antiquary, the Rev. Dr. Donald Mac- 
nichol; whose name marks him as a Scot. 
A century. earlier died ‘Dr. Echlin, Bishop 
of Down, who was something-of a scourge 
in Ulster to the early Presbyterians. ‘A 
hundred years before that, in 1535, the 
new agent of destruction, gunpowder, had 
compelled the surrender of Maynooth 
Castle and led up to the end of the 


rebellion of Silken Thomas. In 1235 the 
Normans invaded Connacht, and just 
about the time of the death of the 


Venerable Bede in 735 the Northern and 
Southern O’Neills were agreeing to alter- 
nate succession in the high-kingship of 
Ireland. Fifty years ago, in 1686, two 
figures of some note passed away— 
Cardinal McCabe and the poet, Francis 
Davis, called “ The Belfastman.’’ That 
year saw the Ashbourne Land Act passed 
and tha general election which preceded the 
introduction of the First Home Rule Bill. 
A hundrd years earlier, in 1785, the Royal 
Irish Academy was founded, and incor- 

orated a year later, and Dr. James 
McHenry, historical novelist, whose work 
had some vogue in last century, was 
born. It is said that 1785, tco, was the 
natal year of William Thompson, whose 
writings had some influence on Kar! 
Marx, and the celebrated Sydney Lady 
Morgan, novelist, but that lady could 
never be induced to declare her age. It is 
claimed she was born at sea between Ire- 
land and England. The Rev. Thomas 
Leland, historian, died that year. A 
century earlier, in 1685. Charles II. 
died and was succeeded by James IT.. 
an event which had big results in Irish 
history. A hundred vears before that 
Hugh O'Neill was becoming Earl. of 
Tyrone, and Gerald, eleventh Earl of Kil- 
dare, half-brother of Silken Thomas, after 
a life of ups and downs and more than one 
allegiance, was dying without issue, and 
the headship of the Geraldines was pass- 
ing to the Leinsters. 


Dublin's ‘Share 


Dublin has a number of centenaries of 
its own. In 1235 St. Francis Abbey, ‘in 
Frencis street, was founded by Ralph de 
Porter. A century later the citizens of 
Dublin. Cork, Waterford, Limerick, and 
Drogheda entered into a famous confedera- 


tion for the mutual defence of their 
privileges, and, according to some 
authorities, in that year occurred the 


death in Dublin Castle of Maurice Fitz- 
gerald, Earl of Desmond, and Chief 
Justice. His father had been Lord 
Justiciary, and his mother a daughter of 
Mac Cartie Mor. Another great move- 
ment is noted in 1535, when George 
Browne, Archbishop of Dublin, adopts 
the Reformed faith. In 1635 a theatre 
that was to pioneer for the drama in 
Ireland was set up in Werburgh street, 
and one hundred years later the fort in 
Phenix Park was built for a magazine, 
and a lightship was stationed at Rings- 
end. The year 1835 wa. noted for a visit 
from the British Association, the removal 
of the tower of St. Werburgh’s Church. 
the opening of an Episcopal Chapel in 
Upper Baggot street, and the foundation 
of Saint Paul’s Catholic Church on Arran 
quay. The ‘eighty-fives are mentioned 
mostly in war raids. but in 1885 we had 
a visit from the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, afterwards King Edward VII., and 
@ueen Alexandra, and in 1385 Dublin 
Bridge, long afterwards known as the Old 
Bridge, collapsed. 
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Dublin s Telephones 
I observe (writes a correspondent) that, 
according to the “ Annual Survey of Tele- 
phone Systems,' recently published by the 
American Telephone and Teleg Com- 
pany, there were 32,941,570 telephones in 
use in the world on the Ist January, 1933. 
Of this number the United States had 
17,424,406 instruments—that is, about 53 
per cent. of the world’s total. A chart in 
the survey of the ‘‘ Number of Telephones 
per 100 Population '' for fifty-nine of the 
world’s largest cities gives San Francisco 
first place with 36.49, and Dublin forty- 
eighth place with 4.20. In view of the 
great extension of the use of the telephone 
in English cities within the past few 
months owing to: the reduction in tele- 
phone charges, it will be interesting to see

Motor Control in Paris 


One, of the most popular myths in 
motoring is that the traffic in Paris 1s 
inefficiently controlled and that French 
taxi-drivers are extravagantly reckless. 
Most novelists who, on the strength of a 
week-end in Paris, introduce a scene in 
the French capital contrive to work in a 
reference to the dangers of gó Ah, in 
Paris! To any who have lived lon 
enough in Paris—and who have troub! 
to study Parisien traffic methods at, for 
example, the convergence of the Boulevard’ 
des Capucines, the Boulevard des Italiens 
the Rue de lá Paix, the Avenue de 
l’Opera, the Rue Auber and the Rue 
Ralevy—these ignorant slights to the 
French police are particularly irritating. 
Yet even writers in the motoring papers 
occasionally are funny about F rench 
methods. I suppose to the average 
Englishman a race of people who do 
things differently must mecessarily be 
wrong. | 


Fewer Craffic Jams 


Certainly at the main crossings in Paris 
traffic control is excellent. Traffic jams, I 
would say, are fewer than in London. It 
the ‘‘ pointsmen’’ blow whistles and wave 
batons it does not follow that they are 
excited. When the Free State police sent 
members of the Garda to Paris to study 
traffic methods four or five years ago it was 
not with a desire to annoy England. As 
for Paris taxis, they certainly are driven 
fast, but are there taxis in the world with 
better brakes? Are there more skilful 
drivers anywhere? And to a Dublin 
visitor their cleanliness and obvious 
mechanical perfection is a treat. Taxi 
fares in Paris seem to be about one-quarter 
the Dublin rate; cabs are more numerous, 
and are used to a very great extent as 
compared even with London. The. simpiec 
visitor who has been brought up from the 
cradle—if he is young enough—on tales of 
French traffic dangers, perhaps, naturally 
recoils in horror from the swarms of fast- 
driven, violently-braked taxi cabs he sees 
in Paris. How does he react to the 
women-driven taxis one occasionally sees 
in the what Sir Philip Gibbs would have 
us believe, is no longer “ gay Paree ’’? 


Ghe Curt Basket 


, With the burning of so much turf now- 
adays a good deal of employment has 
been given in the making of turf baskets 
as receptacles for the fuel. The reed 
industry in many parts of the country has 
benefited, and I hear that a turf basket 
has become a popular gift to young brides. 
The Association of the Blind have had 
large orders. Some bright green reed 
baskets are seen, and the wicker tubs are 
much favoured. Some of the baskets are 
lined in bright linen, which gives a touch 
of colour by the hearth, but the plain 
square or round panniers are now seen 
everywhere, filled with the brown sods. 


Ghe Quadrantids 


The Quadrantid meteor shower takes 
place under favourable conditions early 
in the new year, as moonlight will not 
interfere with its observation. The shower 
ES to be in evidence early on the 
rd of January, maxima falling due about 
8 p.m. and 9.10 p.m., so that the display 
will be chiefly active between 7.45 and 
10.45 on that night. A watch should also 
be maintained for these. meteors on the 
night of January 2nd between 9.45 and 
11.30. On the 5th there.is another shower 
at 10.15 p.m., though the meteors will 
not in this case all come from Bodtes, 
where the Quadrantid radiant is situated. 
Other maxima in the early part of the 
month occur on the 9th at 10.5 p.m. and 
on the night of the 10th near midnight. 
One of the largest showers in the first half 
of January takes place on the 14th, with 
a maximum about 8 p.m. and a greater 
one at 2.15 a.m. on the 15th. is is 
followed by a secondary maximum on the 
16th at 10.20 p.m. There is another 
large shower on the 20th, having a 
maximum at 11 p.m., with a secondary 
maximum at 8.45 p.m. on the 21st. On 
the 24th there is another shower, with 
maxima at 6.50 and 10.40 p.m.,- and the 
25th has a large secondary maximum at 
8.20 p.m. Large maxima “take place on 
the 3lst both in the morning at : pad in 
the evening at 11.50.

OW would you like to have your face 
HH frozen to the side of your camera, or 
to have your hands frozen blue-stiff 
so that you couldn’t release the camera 
shutter? This is the sort of thing that 
hap to Major A. Radclyffe Dugmore 
during his “ Camera Hunting in the Canadian 
Rockies,’’ about which he told a fascinated 
audience at the Royal Dublin Society, Balls- 
bridge, yesterday afternoon. Eag 
One thing that was eminently gratiíying 
about Major Radclyffe Dugmore’s lectures 
was that he related to his hearers happenings 
through which he himself had passed, and 
fut verification depended upon films or photo- 
graphs of incidents which he had himself 
taken. For instance at yesterday 's lecture 
he told his audience, the greater portion of 
which was composed of schoolboys and girls, 
of the wonderful work of beavers from his 
own personal observations. It was news to 
a lot ofthese young people to hear that down 
to the Middle Ages the beaver was found 
all over Europe, but gradually it had been 
wiped out because of the value attaching to 
its coat. Even in those old days the beaver- 
skin was worth 120 pence, compared with the 
sixpence or eightpence pail for a fox-skin. 
The last record of a beaver found in Great 
Britain was in 1188. 
He mentioned also the medicinal qualities 
attributed by the ancients to castorlum—a 
pewder-like substance found on the beaver. 


OPENING UP OF CANADA 

It was the pursuit. of the beaver that led 
to the foundation of the famous Hudson Bay 
Company, and’ the opening up of Canada. 
The numbers of beaver taken by trappers led 
almost to the extinction of the animals, and 
he related that some years ago when he first 
made a journey through Canada he travelled 
hundreds of miles without seeing a single 
living colony of beaver, although everywhere 
he found traces of old beaver colonies and 
dems. The beaver was almost wi out, 
and when he got back he used such influence 
that legislation was passed, and the beaver 
was saved and once again was to be found 
in large numbers. | i 

The lecturer showed interesting film pic- 
tures of beaver colonies, explained their 
curious. habits andthe measures they took 
for self-preservation. \ Most interesting were 
the pictures he showed of beavers at work 
raking a dam, and he gave instances of the 
almost human intelligence these engineering 
animals showed in the selection of sites for 
their dams, and their methods of building 
them. Then there was a touch of genius 
when to save their dam being washed away 
in a heavy flood the beaver cut an opening 
through thé centre of the dam to allow the 
flood water easy passage. “He supposed that 
the heaver was the only animal in the 
world which in its wild state did 
work of actual use to human beings, and 
to illustrate his meaning the lecturer showed 
how beaver lake ponds after-the beaver had 
departed gradually filled in with leaves and 
other vegetable matter and in the course of a 
few years became flat open seaces or meadows 
which gladdened- the heart of the pioneer 
anxious to make a homeste:d. [In this fashion 
the beavers had reclaimed hundreds of 
thousands of acres of the most beautiful land 
in North America. 


WAITED NINE YEARS 


Major Radclyffe Dugmore then proceeded 
to show photographs of animals he had come 
across in North America. Some of the diffi- 
culties he experienced and the endless 
patience required. can be deduced from the 
fact that he spent nine years in New Zealand 
trying to get a photograph of Caribou stags 
fighting during the mating season. He even- 
tually succeeded and his picture waa worth 
all the trouble and time. It was while trying 
to get a picture of a great antlered Caribou 
stag, that he had to stand very still for a 
long period, and. when. the stag did come into 
range he found that his hands had become so 
frozen that he could not focus the camera, 
and all he could do was press the lever ‘with 
the side of his arm. 

During his efforts to get photographs of 

the bull moose one frosty morning in the 
Canadian Rockies he stood for a long period 
with the camera pressed against his face 
waiting for the animal to come into the 
focussing screen. When he tried to move to 
take the photograph he found that, the 
moisture of bis breath had become ice and 
the side of his face was actually frozen to 
the camera. He managed to get his picture. 
Included also in his takings were some 
wonderful ‘‘ close-up’ snaps of grizzly bears, 
black-tailed deer, Rocky Mountain sheep, or 
big horns as they are called, and mountain 
goats. He also had some wonderful photo- 
graphs of Wapiti or Canadian Flk, which, 
next to the long extinct Trish Elk, had the 
finest antlers in the world. They are very 
shy, yet such was the lecturer’s patience that 
he not only got several photographs of 
single stags, but also included in his bag a 
glorious family group of a Wapiti stag, doe 
and kid, in«which the animals seemed almost 
to pose for the photographer. ‘It was wonder- 
ful work. 
Major Radclyffe Dugmore described Lake 
O'Hara in the Rockies {so called after the 
Irishman who discovered it) as the loveliest 
place on earth, and certainly the coloured 
photographs he showed of it proved it to 
be a perfect place. No wonder that the 
lecturer said he had never in his life left any 
place with such sincere regret.

N increase of £144,000 is shown in the 
A traffic returns of the Great Southern 
Hailways Company for the year 1954. 
ywuecher such a figure has relation to the 
basis on which the company’s expenditure for 
1935 will be founded is a question which many 
other considerations will govern. ‘Lhe general 
expenditure of the company is in the neigh- 
bourhood of £3,000,000, of which possibly 
half-a-million may be taken as allocated to 
increasing experditure under the heading of 


+ road transport. 


During the course of the present year fiity 
or ‘more ‘bus services will be taken over, and 
the sum of £50,000 will be spent on building 
new ’ buses. 

In reference to the general annual outgoings, 
some comparatively sinall non-recurring expen- 
diture has been incurred, such as the recon- 
struction of “Hill House,’’ Bachelor’s Walk, 
Dublin. These premises, under the new name 
of ‘‘ Transport. House,” are to be used for 
centralising the goods and parcels business as 
headquarters of the company’s road transport 
department. 


BROADSTONE STATION 


For some time past three trains have beer 
running from Amiens street on the western 
route. It. is still uncertain whether the clos- 
ing of the Broadstone Station for the lorg- 
distance trains will be accomplished this year, 
and the trains run from Amiens street through 
the projected Glasnevin Junctior, but the 
change may possibly be undertaken before the 
end of the year. When the re-arranged 
western terminus is made at Amiens street the 
direct communication with Westland Row and 
Kingsbridge may lead to a large development 
of railway facilities by direct ‘connections 
throughout the Saorstát. 

This year the company is faced with the 
loss of £47,288, baronial guarantees with. 
drawn by the Government in accordarce with 
the provisions of the Railways Act of 1924, 
but there may be economies arising out of the 
expenditure of £100,000 for the re-equipment 
of the erecting shop at Inchicoré, where the 
building ard repairing of locomotives will. be 
greatly expedited. 


ENGINE BUILDING 


These works will soon be completed, and it 
is proposed to continue the programme of 
1933 and build another five engines this year. 
Twelve steel coaches are also to be built for 
the new mail train at an approximate cost 
of £32,000. 

The Great Southern Railways Company 
have been spending on the average £450,000 
on maintenance and new tracks for the past 
few years: £465,000 was. so spent in 1933. It 
is probable that there was & moderate accre- 
tion of these costs, and that it may be con- 
tinued. However conservative the policy of 
the company may be, it is evident that all 
sources of revenue are to be fully cultivated.

The Royal Irish Academy of Music, which, 
since it Was inaugurated in 1856, has steadily 
and most successfully continued to give its 
pupils the benefit of the soundest and very 
best teaching to be obtamed, with the result 
that the name of the Academy is well and 
favourably known in all parts of the world 
as a music-teaching institution of the very 
first rank, will commence the 79th year of 
teaching on Monday next,:7th inst. 

Important changes have been made in the 
system of instruction. The. old method of 
‘*dual” teaching has been abolished, and 
in future a pupil of the instrumental or vocal 
classes can obtain instruction from the same 
teacher from the very beginning of learning 
until the senior gradeé steiedart is reached, 
when sach pupil will come under the direct 
and sole control of the senior professor of 
the class. Fees in all classes have been 
materially reduced, and to such pupils as may 
wish to study a second subject the oppor- 
tunity of doing so is given at a substantial 
reduction of fees for that subject. A new 
class, called the Special Class (non-competi- 
tive), has been inaugurated in response to 
the requests which were constantly being 
received for such a class. The object of this 
class is to enable performers—instrumental 
and vocal—to take a series of lessons in. the 
practical subject in which they are interested 
with -a view to refreshing their technique. 
Such. pupils will not be obliged to take 
theoretical instruction, and the minimum age 
for entering these classes is twenty last birth- 


ay. 

The Local: Centre Examinations, which the 
Academy carfies out every year throughout 
the country, are steadily year by year increas- 
ing in the number of candidates entering for 
these examinations, and in the esteem of the 
musical profession for the high standard 
which has been always insisted on. The 
number of local centre candidates examined in 
1934 was practically 5,000,

IRISH UNITY 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srg.— The article by “ Pacifcus”’ must 
highly ‘encouraging to those of us who are 
immeasurably less concerned with politics 
than with seeing this country prosperous and 
united. If things coatinue as they are, one 
can see no prospect of achieving either, or 
of advancing in any direction. “' Pacificus’”’ 
points out that the greatest difficulty is that 
of the Crown, since the majority of our 
people in the South object to owing allegiance 
to the King of England, while those in the 
North, and a minority in the South, will not 
depart from allegiance to the King. There 
is no historical objection to Ireland having a 
King of its own; historically, in fact, there 
is everything to be said for it. Why not, 
therefore, take King George as the King of 
a United, Ireland? The fact that he would 
be also King of England does not affect the 
issue; our allegiance would be to him as 
King of Ireland. If Ireland were to have a 
King, who could prove a better claim, and 
who else would stand the slightest chance of 

being crowned as such? 

As regards tha issue of a Republic. Let 
us be quite clear as to what a Republic is. 
It is defined in the dictionary as ‘“‘a State 
in which the exercise of the sovereign power 
is lodged in representatives elected by the 
people.” Thus a united Ireland under a 
constitutional monarch woulu be a Republic, 
and one can see no kind of reason’ why it 
should not be called so if we wish it. France 
and the United States have chosen us kind 
of Republic; ours would be equally a Re- 
public, but with a hereditary head of a con- 
stitutional kind, whose every action would be 
dependent upon the advice given by the re- 
presentatives of the Ea It would be 
interesting to know the views of prominent 
Republicans upon this proposal. One feels 
sure that they must be anxious to entertain 


reasonable su ions for settling up this 
vestion, so that our country may get a fair 


ance,. which it assuredly does not 
resent. her, the ex-Unionist minority 
as perforce moved miles, the extreme Re- 
publican minority has not so far shown signs 
of moving one inch.

ELGAR’S BIRTHPLACE. - 


COTTAGE TO BE PURCHASED 
AS MEMORIAL 


Worcester City Council yesterday decided 
to purchase the birthplace of Sir Edward 
Elgar, a cottage at Broadheath, near Wor- 
cestef, as a memorial. Four members voted 
against the proposal, 

Mr. G. Clarke argued that the cottage was 
not worth £400, the price asked, and said 
that he did not think five per cent. of the 
people would recognise Elgar from Mozart 
unless they were told. He thought the 
proper method was by public subscrption. 
The cottage would be a white elephant, and 
he did not think this should come on the 
ratepayers’ pockets. . 

An amendment to refer back the proposal 
for reconsideration was defeated. 

Sir Edward Elgar was born at Broad- 
heath. five miles from Worcester, on June 
2, 1857. He died on February 25, 1954. 

How Elgar's father, a Kentish man, came 
t» Worcestershire was once described by the 
great composer himself 

He said that his father was, in the forties, 
employed at Broadwoods in London. When 
Queen Adelaide for some reason went to 
reside at Witlev Court, near Worcester, the 
local representatives of the music-sellers were 
rather perturbed at having to minister to a 
Queen’s wants, so they sent to London and 
asked if they would send “a very present- 
able man,” and they sent Kigar’s father. He 
later married a Herefordshire woman. 

It is related that young Elgar often used 
to walk the five miles sine Bruadheath 
and Worcester and back in order to listen 
to the music at the Cathedral.

BEIRUT, Tuesday. 

In spite of the Lebanese Parliament's 
disapproval of the administration of Habib 
Pasha es Saud, the Comte de Martel, the 
High Commissioner, has decided to main- 
tain him in office as President of the 
republic for another year.

It is generally 
considered here that the Comte de 
Martel’s experiment last year in estab- 
lishing a provisional constitution has not 
as yet either improved the situation or 
prevented abuses. 

The authorities have been seizing furni- 
ture for the non-payment of taxes. Fines 
amounting, in one case, to 2,000,000 f. 
have been imposed for irregularities in 
the payment of Customs duties. Never- 
theless, published statistics show that of 
445 motor cars imported by leading firms 
in 1934, no more than 58 paid dues, as 
the rest were exempted. 


RARE ORIENTAL ART 
COLLECTION 


ACQUIRED FOR £100,000 


Celebrated throughout the world for its 
quality and rarity, the famous collection of 
Chinese and Far Eastern works of art made 
by Mr. George Eumorfopoulos is being 
acquired jointly for £100,000 by the British 
Museum ard the Victoria and Albert Museum. 

An official announcement to this effect was 
made last night, and experts are agcved that 
the collection would: fetch much more if sold 
by auction. The owner, therefore, is making a 
considerable gift to the nation. 

Nearly half the purchase price will be } aid 
in the next few days to secure a proportionate 
part of the collection, and members of the 
public who appreciate the beauty of historical 
import. of oriental art are to be invited to 
subscribe towards the balance. 

Towards the initial payment contributions 
have been received from the National Art 
Collections Furd, Sir Percival David and the 
Universities’ China Committee, and the 
additional subscriptions may be sent to the 
directors of either of the two museums or 
through the National Art Collections Fund. 

Sir George Hill, Director and Principal 
Librarian of the British Museum, told a re- 
porter last night :— 

“The collection is a very famous one and 
is known all over the world. It is of extreme 
importance for the history of Chinese and 
Far Eastern art. and culture. 

_ “There is no doubt that we are getting 
it on very favourable terms—the real value 
is much more than what is being paid for 


Mr. George Eumorfopoulos is a vice-pre- 
‘sident of the Greek firm of merchant bankers, 
Ralli Brothers. He lives at Chelsea, but was 
born. in Liverpool seventy-one years ago. 

“Various circumstances have forced me to 
part with the collection,” he said last night. 
‘The parting.is a great grief to me. The 
collection represents thirty years’ work. It 
was all bought in London and in Paris.” 

“What is the real value of the collection?’ 
Mr. Eumorfopoulos was asked. 

“It would be several times the price at 
which..it is being acquired,” was his reply. 
‘$It would be difficult to put any value on 
some of the pieces. There are the Sung 
potteries which are very valuable.. It in- 
cludes, too, some of the verv early bronzes, 
some going back to almost 1,000 B.C.” 

Mr. Eumorfopoulo’s collection was on 
public exhibition at his Chelsea home two 
years ago, when the proceeds of the 
admission charges were given to the China 
Flood Relief Commission. 

Catalogues of the collection were obtainable 
then at £150 each. 

Among the treasures on view were Chinese 
paintings on silk of the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries, pictures dating from 1300 to 1600, 
objects from Chinese. tombs of the fifth to 
the ninth centuries, Royal jewellery and 
ornaments from a thousand to thirteen 
hundred years’ old. 

The large house facing the river where Mr. 
Eumorfopoulos lives has been his museum. It 
is there that the collection has been housed. 
It took up five or six rooms. 

The Queen is among those who have 
inspected it. Members of foreign Royal 
families, too, have gone to look at the works 
of art. 

‘It is the most complete collection there 
is in existence for this early period,” said 
Mr. Eumorfopoulos, in a later interview with 
a reporter. 

“Although circumstances have forced me 
into parting with it, | would not like to see it 
dispersed, so that in that respect | am glad 
it is going to the museums. 

“I have never wished to sell it before. I 
did not want to part with it. There have 
been times when | have been asked to sell 
various pieces, but 1 have never wished to 
do so.

EGRET at the death of Cardinal 
Bourne is expressed in all quarters 


ay. He was the son of Henry Bourne, 
poi ‘ficial of the Post Office, and 
his mother was the daughter of a Dublin 
merchant.. From his parents he inherited 
the great devotion to duty which induced 
him to concentrate all his efforts on his 
work. He had no hobbies, never smoked, 
and was almost a total abstainer. On the 
surface he was austere and reserved, but 
he had a smile for everyone presented to 
him, and in the privacy of his home he 
was a genial character. Simple in all 
his ways, he could play the part of « 
Prince of the Church when necessary, and 
his dinners to the Roman Catholic arch- 
bishops and sigs Is the judges, and 
members of the Houses of Parliament 
were most interesting functions. Cardinal 
Bourne had a marvellous memory, and 
could be relied upon for recollections con- 
cerning matters of importance from the 
‘sixties down to our own times. The body 
of the Cardinal Archbishop is to lie in 
state in the Cathedral Hall of Westminster 
Cathedral until the Funeral Service on 
Friday. There will be a solemn Requiem, 
sung by the Archbishop of Cardiff, and 
the remains will then be taken to 
St. Edmund’s, Ware, where the Cardinal 
will be buried beneath the altar of the 
Galilee Chapel. In June last he celebrated 
his golden jubilee as a _ priest at 
St. Edmund’s, a place to which he was 
greatly attached. 


A Political Campaign . 


Several British Cabinet Ministers are 
to take part in another political campaign 
which is to be held shortly on behalf of 
the National Government. The campaign 
has been suggested by the Co-ordinating 
Committee, which feels that the country 
should be told in precise terms of the 
work performed by the present Govern- 
ment. The campaign has been arranged 
for Cabinet Ministers only. The Prime 
Minister is to speak in the South, the. 
Midlands and the North; Sir John Simon 
will go to Wales, and Mr. Baldwin, Mr. 
Chamberlain and Mr. Runciman are to 
speak in some of the big cities. 


France and Italy 


It is not likely that M. Laval will go to 
Rome to see Signor Mussolini until after 
the plebiscite has been taken in the Saar. 
Negotiations for the proposed Central 
Europe pact have broken down owing to 


several causes, and it is said that the real 


trouble is that the original proposals set 
forth by Signor Mussolini have been very 
much altered by the French Foreign 
Office. Signor Mussolini has taken the 
view that, as they now stand, the proposals 
could not contribute to the peace of 
Europe. It was his idea to pave the way 
for a pact which would embody not only 
Italy, France and the Little Entente, but 
also Germany, Poland and Russia. Rome 
made clear its decision that it will stand 
by the side of Hungary. Signor Mussolini 
is not at all disposed to agree to France 
turning his proposals for a pact into a 
plan to encircle Germany, and the firm 
attitude he has taken has greatly disap- 
pointed France. It is hoped, however, that 
careful diplomacy during the next few 
days may avert further trouble. 


The Iraq Pipeline 
The 1,150-mile pipeline which the Iraq 


Petroleum Company has _ constructed 
between its oilfields at- Kirkuk and the 
two terminals of Tripoli, in Syria, and 
Haifa, in Palestine, is to be ceremonially 
opened this month. There will be five 
ceremonies, which will take place succes- 
sively in the five countries through which 
the pipeline runs—namely, Iraq, Syria, 
the Eten. Palestine and Transjordan. 
King Ghazi of Iraq will perform the first 
ceremony on January 14. This will be at 
Kirkuk, adjacent to the producing centre 
at the first of the twelve pumping stations 
which have been built at intervals along 
the line. On January 17 in Damascus the 
President of the Syrian Republic wil! 
attend a ceremonial luncheon to celebrate 
the completion of the undertaking, upon 
which a large number of Syrian nationals 
have been employed. Two days later the 
opening ceremony of the northern terminal 
is to be performed at Tripoli by the French 
High Commissioner, Comte de Martel. On 
January 22 the British High Commissioner 
for Palestine, General Sir Arthur 
Wauchope, will perform a similar cere- 
mony at the southern terminal of Harfa. 
The fifth, and final, function will be held 
at Amman on January 24, when H.H. the 
Amir Abdullah of Transjordan will attend 
a ceremonial luncheon there. 


Two Royal Courts 


For the first time during the present 
reign, the King and Queen will hold two 
Courts in March. Usually these functions 
are held in May, which this year will be 
fully occupied owing to the Silver Jubilee 
celebrations. Definite dates will be 
announced shortly for these two Courts, 
which will take place on successive even- 
ings towards the end of the month. There 
will be two further Courts during the 


month of June. Owing to the March 
Courts, social activity in London will 
begin much earlier than usual, and 
already there is a brisk demand for hotel 
accommodation from the middle of March 
onwards. 
Insect Pests 

At a conference of Canadian entomolo- 
gists in Ottawa it was stated that the 
ceaseless war on destructive insects Was 
saving the Dominion’s producers more 
than £20,000,000 every year. Three 


thousand varieties of insect pests had been 


enumerated, and in Canada altogether 
more than 30,000 species have been 
identified. Any of the types are a 
distinct menace to agricultural produe- 
tion, and, but for the campaign directed 


so skilfully by the entomologists, their 


ravages would entail much more severe 
losses than those now suffered. It was 
said that the war of the “* insect men 


on grasshoppers had saved £10,000,000 to 
Western Canada in the past crép season, 
although, despite their efforts, losses from 
this cause were considerable. The experts 
were told in detail of the Government’s 
activity in breeding harmless insects 
w.. h prey upon the destructive types. 
The conference permitted the country’s 
fSremost authorities in this branch of 
3 earch to discuss and correlate their 
major problems and relate them to. the 
practical concern of agriculture.

PROSPECTS OF 
RECOVERY 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—At the beginning of a new year, 
when most people are inclinéd to wonder 
what the next twelve months holds in 
store for them, it is not without interest 
to survey briefly the economic prospects 
of a still troubled world. 1 has 
proved, for most countries, a year of re- 
covery, patchy in places, and all too slow 
to satisfy the aspirations of the millions 
of men and women still seeking vainly for 
work, but quite definite enough to warrant 
the hope that 1935 may bring about a 
still greater improvement. Ts 
Britain the first half of the year that has 
just ended brought a comparatively rapid 
revival of trade, and, though in the second 
half of the year the rate of recovery slowed 
down, there are as yet no indications that 
any serious reversal of the upward trend 
is approaching. 

The prospects of any great revival in 
international trade in 1935 seem to depend 
in large measure on the course of events 
in the United States, and in the group of 
countries still adhering to the gold stan- 
dard, proceeds The Times. So far, the 
latter have found it impossible to 
from the vicious circle of deflation, and its 
inevitable concomitant, the myer a 
down of imports by quotas, tariffs an 
ether measures.

For, in spite of the definite relief enjoyed 
during these last few years by the coun- 
tries which have abandoned the gold stan- 
dard, it has become increasingly clear 
that, without the re-establishment of a 
world-wide international currency system 
of some sort or other, there can be no 
complete measure of recovery. How that 
system can be built up upon the ruins of

be that the coming year will bring the 
world much nearer to this goal.

GRAN CHACO WAR 


REPORTED SUCCESSES 
BY PARAGUAYANS

: | NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Three Paraguayan Army Corps are 
moving against Villa Montes, the Bolivian 
stronghold, on Pilcomayo River, to the 
west of the Gran Chaco territory—the 
second Corps from the north, where it has 
advanced within three miles of Carandaiti ; 
the first Corps from the Capirenda sector 
between Carandaiti and Villa Montes, and 
the third Corps from the south and east. 

The first Co has been held back by 
the Boliviane, but the second is making 
headway, and the third is reported to have 
broken through a strong network of 
trenches at Ibobodo, and to have captured 
Ranco, Tobo, Mistola, Yuquirenda and 
Simbolar, and so many Bolivian munitions 
that it is free from any dependence on 
fresh supplies from its own bases. 

This Corps is said to be within 22 miles 
of Villa Montes. All these reports, how- 
ever, have come from the War Ministry at 
Asuncion. | 

The official announcement from La Paz 
asserts that the newest Paraguayan offen 
sive against the strongholds protecting the 
Bolivian oilfields has failed, and that the 
forces of General Estagarribia have been 
driven back to their original positions, 
leaving behind many dead and wounded.

ERMAN unity and Germany’s will to 
peace are stressed in Herr Hitler's 
proclamation to the Nazi Party published 
to-day, ‘in which the Fuehrer thanks the 
party and its uniform organisations for 
ait evel to him during the past year. 
“The political and moral regeneration 
as well as the economic reconstruction of 
our people are the party’s work,’’ he said. 
After the cleansing of the party of un- 
worthy elements carried out this summer, 
it is more than ever to-day the actual 
political will of the nation. 

“May the year 1935 see us all filled 
with the strength and zeal of battle and 
of work for cur people. We wish it 
nothing better than a life in honour and 
peace. Then, with God’s help, our work 
will succeed in securing to the nation its 
daily bread as well; 

‘But our warmest wish for the year 
1935 is the return of that German terri- 
tory which, through its voice of blood, 
will on January 13 proclaim to the world 
its indissoluble community with the Ger- 
man Reich. Long live the Nazi move- 
ment! Long live our united German 
people and German Reich! ”’ 

Big detachments of the Berlin-Branden- 
berg section of the Brown S.A. (Storm 
Troops) paraded in the Lustgarten at the 
new year’s rally here to-day. The men 
were reviewed by the commander of the 
group, Von Jogow, after which they 
marched past Hitler, who took the salute 
standing in a car outside his house in the 
Wilhelmstrasse. 


STORMY NEW YEAR’S EVE 


A Saarbruecken Reuter telegram says :— 
There was little feeling of good-will as the 
bells rang in the new year in Saar- 
bruecken, and New Year's Eve was dis- 
turbed by a number of brawls and scuffles 
between Hitlerites and anti-Hitlerites, in 
one of which (at Puepplinger) a man was 
severely injured. The local police inter- 
vened and arrested some of the opposition, 
consisting of Socialists and Communists, 
who were taken to the police station amid 
scenes of considerable disorder. 

The hostile camps are continually 
issuing appeals and recriminations. 

The leaders of the Deutsche Front 
(the Hitlerite organisation) have sent a 
telegram to the Fuehrer complaining ot 
the ‘“‘terrorism’’ exercised by their 
opponents, and declaring that their own 
members have been enjoined to maintain 
the strictest discipline in support of Herr 
Hitler’s policy of peace in Bavene. 


“BLOOD BATH” FEARS 


The United Front (anti-Hitlerites), 
however, declare that the terrorism is 
exercised by the Deutsche Front, and 
that, if it were not for the presence of 
foreign troops, there would be a regular 
blut-bad (blood-bath) in the Saar. Though 
this assertion may be regarded as some- 
what exaggerated, it indicates the feeling 
of the local population in regard to the 
boon conferred upon them by the presence 


iof the international troops. 


Meanwhile better’ arrangements are 
being made for the British contingents, 
which were uncomfortably crowded at 
Heinitz and other districts. A company

MESSAGES FROM 
KING AND POPE 


MR. DE VALERA’'S 
TELEGRAM 


ESSAGES of condolence from the 
King, the Pope and Mr. de Valera 
on the death of Cardinal Bourne were 
received at Archbishop's House, West- 
minster, last night. 
The King. expressed his ‘‘ sincere 
regret,” while the Pope, it was stated in 
the message from the Vatican, “ is stricken 
with profound grief at the departure from 
this world of Francis Cardinal Bourne.” 
Men and women knelt in hundreds in 
Westminster Cathedral last night to pray 
for the repose of the soul of Cardinal 
Bourne, 
Here and there a woman ‘sobbed, and 
many of the faces of people of both sexes 
showed tears. The cathedral was thronged 
for the Service, during which the Rev. P. 
Napier-Hemy paid a tribute to the late 
Cardinal in the course of a sermon. 
“The Cardinal was a true Englishman,” 
Father Napier-Hemy said, and, he added, 
“- the cathedral will hardly be the same 
without him. It is difficult to imagine that 
we shall never hear his voice again.” 
Father Napier-Hemy spoke in praise of 
the manner in which the Press had 
referred to the late Cardinal's life. 
“The Press has spoken well of His 
Eminence,’’ he said. “ IS has spoken 
fairly ‘and in measured terms. It has 
spoken in a short space of his life’s work, 
which may be written later at greater 
length.” 


THE LYING-IN-STATE 


. The Cardinal’s body was yesterday 
placed on a catafalque in the Hall of West- 
minster Cathedral in readiness for the 
lying-in-state, to which the public will be 
admitted. 

A few privileged people were admitted 
last night to the Cathedral Hall. 

The hall is devoid of all pomp, and the 
richness of the black pall, embroidered 
with wide gold lace, which covers the 
catafalque, and the Cardinal’s red hat 
and biretta resting on top, only serve to 
accentuate the severity of the surround- 
ings. 

Six massive candles surround the cata- 
falque, and on each side of the simple 
altar stand six more candles. 

Nowhere is the sense of loss so deeply 
felt as among his own domestic staff. 

“ He was a wonderful man,” one of 
them said yesterday. ‘‘ He always had 
an eye to our comfort, and himself intro- 
duced many thoughtful innovations to 
save us unnecessary work. He was a true 
friend, and always had a word to say 
when he saw us.” 

The Cardinal’s remains will be borne 
into the cathedral on Friday for the 
Requiem Mass. 


FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS 


After lying in state to-day and 
to-morrow in the Hall of Westminster 
Cathedral, the body will be taken on 


Friday to St. Edmund’s College, Ware 
(Hertfordshire) for burial beneath the 
altar of the Galilee Chapel. 

The Cardinal was educated at St. 
Edmund’s, and when he celebrated there 
last June his sacerdotal golden jubilee he 
knelt to pray for a few moments before 
the altar under which his body will rest. 

To the lying in state the public will 
be admitted between 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. 
to-day, and between 8 a.m. and 2 p.m. 
on Thursday. Vespers for the dead will 
be sung at 4 p.m. in the Cathedral Hall 
on the second day. 

At 10.30'on Friday morning, before re- 
moval of the body from the catafalque, a 
Requiem Mass will be sung in the 
cathedral by the Archbishop of Cardiff.

INQUEST TO BE 
HELD TO-DAY

bodies of William Neville Carpenter, 
managing director of the Coltishall Yacht and 
Engineering Company, Limited, who died on 
Monday night as the result of gunshot 
wounds, and William Waller (aged eig teen), 
a former efiiployé of the firm, whose deeapi- 
tated body was found on the London and 
North-Eastern Railway line at Great Haut- 
bois, near Coltishall, yesterday, | 
At North Walsham, about eight miles from 
Coltishall, Miss Winnie Allen, a girl friend of 
the lad Waller’s, yesterday told a Press Asso- 
ciation reporter that of late he had appeared 
to be very much depressed. ‘‘On Sunday 
night we were out together, and had a slight 
tiff,’’ she said. ‘During the evening, at 
about seven o clock, he said to me, ‘ To-mor- 
row night at this time I shall be in Hell.’ ”’. 
She added that.he was a very highly strung 
boy, and, perhaps, because he had no parents 
seemed to think that anyone he was friendly 
with should be everything to him. Since he 
left Mr. Carpenter's, about six weeks ago, he 
had tried to join both the Navy and the 
Army, but they would not accept him. She 
thought that he was worried about it. 


THE FIRST NEWS 

The first news of the affair came on Monday 
night, when a telephone call interrupted a 
New Year’s Eve dinner party at the home of 
Dr. Frank Sugden, of.Coltishall. On answer- 
ing the telephone Dr. Sugden heard Mr. Car- 
penter’s voice calling for help. He hurried 
round to the house in the shipbuilding yard, 
where Mr. Carpenter lived: alone, and found 
him lying near a desk, with a shotgun wound 
in his mpht Side. A telephone was on the 
desk... Mr.. Carpenter was just able to murmur 
a nathé to the doctor before he died. 

Dr. Sugden at. once called the.police, and 
a séarch of the house brought to light the 
butt¢of “a small-bore shotgun. There were 
signs. which showed that Mr. Carpenter had 
been in his'room when he was shot, and had 
managed to crawl.to the front room and 
reach the telephone 

A deserintion ef Waller was issued by the 
police, and yesterday his body was found on 
the zailway-.by. a farm .steward named Emp- 
som: Before it was moved it was examined 
by the Chief Constable of Norfolk, Captain 
S.. Van-Neck, and. other police officers. 

A further search yesterday. resulted in the 
discovery of the barrel of the sporting-gun 
irr a garden adjoining Mr. Carpenter’s house, 
There was a spent cartridge in the breech. 

Waller had lived for the past eleven years 
with Mr. and Mrs. W. Childs and their 
family in Anchor street, Coltishall, arid had 
‘been employed by Mr. Carpenter since he 
left school, 

Mr. C. Allen (Mr. Carpenter’s partner in 
the business) told a reporter that Waller 
had always been a good worker. “About 
six weeks ago,” he added, ‘* Waller left us, 
and’ since then has, I believe, just been doing 
‘odd jobs. We cannot understand why he 
‘should have done this.” 

Mr. Carpenter was unmarried, but had a 
brother and a sister. 

The gun has been identified as one belong- 
ing to a member of the Childs family.

The principal items of expenditure were: 
£1,460,000, unemployment insurance and 
employment services; £1,348,430, old age 
pensions; £1,016,250, grants to local 
authorities, including de-rating grants 


£719,377 and police £565,000.

U.S. ROAD. TAXES 


Yrom a paper entitled “‘The Taxation of 
Motor Vehicles in 1932,” presented by Mr. 
T..H. MacDonald, of the United States 
Bureau of’ Public Roads, something can be 
learned of the great variety of the taxes and 
fees that have to be paid by the American 
road user; there is little of the simplicity 
characteristic here. The levies take the form 
of registration fees, petrol taxes, mileage and 
tonnage taxes, receipt taxes, personal 
property taxes, special fees levied by the 
counties and municipalities and other, cnits 
of local government, as well as many other 
indirect imposts. The totals payable in 
a of any individual vehicle may vary 
| according to the district of their use. 
For the first time, steps are now being taken 
to inguire into this matter throughout the 
Uni States. The investigation is being 
conducted by the Bureau of Public Roads, 
and, pending the publication of a special 
report, preliminary results are referred to in 
this paper, wide variations in the 
different States. : 


SKIDDING 


CHARACTERISTICS 


Professor R. A. Moyer, of Iowa State 
College, described experiments conducted to 
determine ‘‘ Skidding Characteristics of Road 
Surfaces,” In this work, twenty-five different 
types of surfaces were dealt with, and it was 
found, in genéral, “hat a marked decrease in 
the coefficient of friction was noted as the 
me was increased, though the reverse was 
the case with gravel and cinder surfaces. A 
distinguished characteristic of the bituminous 
surfaces that showeil the greatest resistance 
to skidding was their sand-paper texture. 


CONSTRUCTION 


On the subject of construction, Mr. J. V. 
Kelly presented a paper on “* Crack Control in 
Concrete Bases for Sheet Asphalt Pavement,”’ 
basing his remarks on work done with an 
experimental road made in 1931. This was 
constfucted as two lanes, one with a plain 
conctete basé and the other with a variety of 
test sections for comparison. In the latter, 
many methods of usitig wire-mésh_ reihforce- 
ment, expansion joints and Gummy joints to 
control cracking were employed, The results 
showed that plein concrete bases without 
joints were affected with cracks at an average 
distante of 60ft. apart in two years. Practi- 
cally ‘all the base cracks were reproduced in 
the wearing courses in that time. The in- 
dividual ‘cracks were invariably transverse. 
Where 4-in. expansion joints, 30ft. apart, 
were used, the cracks produced were con- 
sistently where intended. Although the 
original expansion joints in the base were 
constructed to the kerbs, the only cracks 
visible on the surface were narrow ones, ap- 
pearing on the part of the road subjected to 
the heaviest traffic. None appeared within 
6ft. of each kerb. Dummy joints did not 
always appear to function as contraction 
joints. 


ROAD EXPERIMENTS 


Ns cor that a revival in the use of 
cement-bound macadam, after a lapse of two 
decades, was accompanied by a lack of know- 
ledge of material requirements, suitable con- 
struction methods, and data on which. designs 
and estimates could be based, the Portland 
Cement Association built an experimental 
road of eighty-one sections at Elmhurst. 
IiJinois, with a view to providing useful in- 
formation. 

Messrs. F. M. Fleming and A. A. Anderson 
discussed this work in a paper entitled: “ An 
Experimental Road of Cement + Bound 
Macadam.””- The trials showed that large 
sizes of coarse aggregate were easily. perie- 
trated, but required more grout and were 
more difficult to agreed than small-size aggte- 
gate. The loss of coarse aggregate into the 
subgrade, under comparable conditions, was 
less for gravel than for orushed-stone or slag, 
or for the smaller sizes of the same kinds of 
aggregate. It was found that no more mixihg 
water should be used than the minimum 
needed to produce the»adequate fluidity for 
proper penetration. Cement-bound macadam 

he ant eictonily won punted and finished 
by rollitg, by vibration, on by hand-tamping. 
Rolling gave the greater compactness and 
highest strength, but also resulted. in greater 
loss oí coarse aggregate into the subgrade.

The defence will deny completely all 
charges against Hauptmann. His case 
will be that he received the ransom notes 
from Isadore Fisch, an acquaintance of his, 
who has since died in Germany from tuber- 
eulosis. Hauptmann claims that Fisch 
owed him a large sum of money, and denies 
that he knows how or where Fisch obtained 
the Lindbergh ransom notes. 


DRESS REHEARSAL 


A dress rehearsal of the trial was staged 
by the prosecution to-day. All the lawyers 
engaged were summoned to a conference at 
Trenton, New Jersey, for a final review of 
the evidence. 

Over ‘700 persons ‘are expected to 
assemble for the trial. The advance 
guard of the expected army of newspaper 
writers has already arrived. 

It is expected that the selection of the 
jury will occupy the remainder of the week, 
after which the State will proceed to put 
its witnesses in the box for a chronological 
reconstruction of the crime. 

While these preparations were going 
forward to-day Hauptmann sat stoically 
in his cell, seemingly apathetic as to his 
fate. 

The defence has made a surprise move 
by announcing that they intend to invite 
Mr. J. H. Curtis to. testify on Haupt- 
mann’s behalf. Previously it had been

HISTORY OF CASE 

The kidnapping, which occurred on the 
night of March ist, 1932, when a person, 
or persons unknown, stole the baby, the 
first-born son of Colonel Lindbergh, from 
his crib in the Lindbergh mansion, near 
Hopewell, New Jersey, has been called in 
America “ the crime of the century.” 

While the bleak winds howled over the 
lonely surrounding countryside, a ladder 
was run up to the window of Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh junior’s bedroom, 
the window prised open, and the baby 
stolen. A hue and cry soon started after the 
distracted parénts had communicated with 
the police of New Jersey, and before many 
weeks were past it grew to a magnitude 
never before known in the history of 
crime, 

Wireless, warships, private yachts and 
aeroplanes were drawn into the search. 
American ‘police officials left this country 
for Europe and South America, following 
stories that the missing child had been 
seen in vatious touhtries. 


MOTHER'S PLEAS 

Piteous pleas from Mrs. Lindbergh to 
the kidnappers to give the child the food 
which was vital to ite héalth were pub- 
lished in every newspaper in the land. 
Photographs in profusion were printed of 
the fair-haired infant, and hundreds of 
thousands of words were printed in the 
papers of the world day by day for 
months. Even the Ametican underworld, 
shocked by the crime, offered to assist in 
the hunt. , 

Suddenly one summer evening, after the 
case had somewhat died down, two negroes 
driving along a New Jersey State; high- 
way stopped theit lorry, and entered the 
bushes at the side of the road. They 
cathe upon the decomposed body of haby 
Lindbergh lying in the underbrush, 
Hortor struck the country. The news was 
flashed to every town and hamlet in the 
nation, and fscteaming headlines pro- 
claimed what so many people had Py this 
time begun to fear—that the child was 
dead. From then on, until the arrest of 
Bruno Hauptmann on September 19, 1934, 
the authorities continued a relentless 
search for the baby’s murderer.

DUTY ON LIVE HENS 


People who may be described as importers 
are careful to know rates of duty for business 
reasons, but the ordinary erage is often 
totally ignorant of what has been fixed as 
duty, and even of what is dutiable. He would 
be surprised td learn on importing a live 
chicken that the ad valorem duty was 1,000 
per cent.—that is to say, if the chicken were 
worth 2s. If it were valued at less, the per- 
centage would be higher, because the duty on 
every chicken is twenty shillings. 

Strange as it may seem, 2 lbs. of sausages 
valued at 2s. would only cost the passenger 
ls. 6d. If there is a reason for the disparity, 
it is that the sausages are not alive. It is 
small satisfaction to an incoming passenger 
to know that an overcoat valued at less than 
4s. 2d. is liable only to a duty of ls. 8&d., 
while one worth more than 4s. 2d. must pay 
a preferential rate of 40 per cent. 

The ordinary passenger or tourist will be 
concerned only with the last-mentioned 
‘article, If he is unwilling to pay Customs 
duty he must avoid buying wearing apparel, 
boots or shoes while abroad; also cigars, 
cigarettes and tobacco, chocolates and goods 
containing sugar, spirits and alcoholic pre- 
parations, scents, jewellery, watches, playing 
cards, gramophones, leather-bound books, 
wireless sets, pipes, leather trunks and cer- 
tain toys. : 

As regards tobaccos and alcoholic drinks, 
certain small maximum quantities are ad- 
mitted free, and in the case of clothes a 
reasonable quantity required for actual use 
will not necessarily be charged duty. Pro- 
vided they are declared and produced, pas- 
sengers may ne in free of duty golf clubs, 
tennis racquets, fishing rods and tackle and 
other such articles, if an assurance is given 
that they are intended for personal use while 
holiday-making in the Irish Free State. 


OVER THE BORDER 


The Customs and Excise Tariff of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland contains a list of special 
duties on articles imported from the Irish 
Free State, but no ordinary passenger or 
tourist is concerned with them. 

In the main, the ordinary articles which 
are dutiable entering the Free State are also 
liable to Customs duty if brought across the 
border or into a British port. Ordinary wear-

INQUEST ON SECOND 
VICTIM 


An inquest was held at Howth yesterda 
by Dr. Mortimer Walters, Coroner for Nort 
County Dublin, concerning the death of 
Henry Shortall (19), one of the three men 
who were drowned following a_hobbling 
— in Dublin Bay early in December. 

he body was picked up on Monday afters 
noon near the Bailey Lighthouse, Howth, by 
the boat Ben Edair, which was returning 
from a fishing exvedition. 

Mr. Patrick Shortall, Dun Laoghaire, gave 
evidence of having identified the body .as 
that of his son, and, in reply to Guard Cart- 
wright, who represented the Civic Guards, he 
stated that there was no necessity for 
hobbling boats to go out of the port. It was, 
he said, in order to beat competitors that it 
was done. He paid a tribute to the way in 
which Guard Cartwright had handled the 
case, 

Mr. John J.. Daly, skipper of the Ben 
Edair, told of the finding of the body. 

Dr. Charles Conry stated that he believed 
that death was due to drowning, and. the 
Coroner returned a verdict in accordance with 
his evidence.

The Rules Committee of the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners has 
recommended that all races of less than one 
mile “be abolished on the tracks in the 
eighteen States which are under its jurisdic- 
tion. The recommendation must be approved 
at the National meeting in January at Miami 
before becoming effective. \ 

The rule to do away with sprint races, and, 
as the result, all two-year-old competition 
until late in the season, would lead to an im- 
provement in the type of horses in the 
opinion of the Commissioners. They were 
unanimous in the opinion that under the pre- 
sent rules the country has too many ‘fragile’’ 
horses bred for speed over short distances.

The great difficulty is, of course: (writes a 
Correspondent in Engineering), that the eve 
has te function in conditions in which there 
is little light and over a range extending from 
the 9,00C-ft. candles of bright sunshme to 
the O.01-tt. candies of many of our badly 
lighted streets. 

Our lives and those of others depend on the 
eye's correct functioning over this enormous 
range, The eye sees by contrast, and the only 
way to improve seeing is to do all we can to 
accentuate the contrasts. We must increase 
the brightness either of the objects to be 
seen or of their background. A_ second 
reason why contrasts must be enhanced is 
that the retina becomes automatically more 
sensitive as the light gets less, and when it is 
in a supersensitive condition at night it often 
has to see objects in spite of dazzling lights, 
which ohtrude themselves in the field of view. 
The result of this dazzle, or glare, is to 
reduee the sensitiveness of the part of the 
retina affected to soniething approaching its 
daylight condition, and this insensitiveness 
may spread and reach the spot on which the 
track ahead is being focussed. —. 

The contrasts which were just visible before 
are then idistinguishable, and a condition of 
acute danger exists. All dazzling lights are 
not so near the centre of vision as to cause 
these acuts effects, Many are sufficienily far 
away only to give trouble if the contrasts are 
not well marked. In this respect badly 
designed street Jamps do more good than 
harm, or more harm than good, depending on 
how they are placed. It is, therelore, worth 
while to accentuate our contrasts in order to 
mitigate the effects of dazzle. 


BRIGHT ROAD SURFACES 


Tó ensure as high contrasts as possible, the 
rule is to make the road surface as bright as 
possible. Street lamps are to light the road 
surface, and from this point of view the less 
tight falling on the objects on the road the 
better. 
One reason why the solution of so simple a 
roblem has been so long in coming is that 
it has taken a long time for even experts to 
realise that nearly all objects to be seen at 
night are dark. The majority send back less 
than 15 per cent. of the light which falls on 
them, It is very difficult to make a good 
contrast with sach objects if we try to illu- 
minate them so as to make them light objects 
against a dark background, It is obvious 
that even if our backgrounds were black we 
could not make good contrasts under — 
conditions when the objects themselves reflect 
so little light. Objects in the street are 
usually seen as dark things against a bright 
background, and this is the effect which 
atreet lighting might be devised to enhance. 
But, it will pe urged, road-surfacing 
materials are also dark and cannot be made 
to form a light background. This end can, 
however, be achieved by virtue of the polish 
of the surface, light being directed on to the 
road in such a way aa to utilise the tendency 
of nearly all materials, even the most un- 
promising, to reflect specularly when the light 
is directed along them instead of on to them. 
Further, road-surface materials tend to be 
better reflectors as the angle between the 
beam of light and the road surface decreases, 
and, owing to this property, the reflection 
efficiency increases times as the angle of 
incidence decreases from 25 deg. to 5 deg. 


THE LAMPS 


This shiny characteristic helps to maintain 
a fair level of brightness over the whole path 
between the observer and the lamp, If our 
lamps were long strips of light, which 
stretched right across the road, the problem 
of using the shininess of the surface would 
be simpler, for the result would be a broad 
band down the road which would fill its own 
width. 

Some road surfaces are very smooth and 
shiny and give a narrow path of light; others 
are moderately rough and the beams spread 
sideways; while others, such as roads newly 
surfaced with chips and but little used by 
traffic, give little help to the lighting en- 
gineer. The lighting engineer has, in fact, to 
use the surfaces as he finds them. He must 
adjust the position and height of his posts 
and make the intensities of the light from 
hia fittings at such angles that the effects he 
wants are enhanced as far as the surface 
conditions permit. lt is, therefore, im- 
portant for him to know, for any road sur- 
face, how much sideways spread he may rely 
upon, because the brightness of the road sur- 
face, upon which everything depends, con- 
sista in the main of a series. of these paths 
of light stretching from the observers eye 
away to the distance, towards each one of 
the series of street lamps located along the 
road ahead.
